A Dresden Woman's Dreadfol Death 
at the Hands of Her Husband 


WHILE THREE MEN LOOK ON. 


The Brute Confesses His Crime and Glortes 
in it—The Cerener’s Jury Find Him 


Gailty of Muarder—The Evidence at the 
Irquest. 


eHE town ef Dresden 
was the scene 6fa brutel 
cass of wife murder at 
10 e’cleck this morniog. 
Hiram Richardson, a 
c-lored man, for many 
years @ resident of the 
town, attacked and 
boat h's wife, Hanrah, 
to death, He was 
perfectly eever at the 
me; miso, oe murderer has never been 
known to drink a drop of Nquor. It wasan 
instance of devilish v.ndictiveness, pare and 
impre, Lhe ony provocatien which the 
m rderer received being his wife’se propseed 
+movsl of the little steck of furoiture 
«h oh the house in which the couple lived 
held. 

Mra. Richardaen bad for years been 
eu’ jected to cruel treatment at the bands 
of her husbacd, & great, hulking fellow whe 
axorked only at lotreala. He had a ferc- 
cus nature, and bis great cemplaint was 
that the woman did not earn encogh te 
keep nim and thelr childrea, two girls, 15 
and 13 reepec ively.

Ha heard Richard- 
von say, ‘* D—— you, Vil kill you,” te his 
w fe ae shetried to getaway. Half anboar 
later he heard she was dead. Then he was 
sorry he had not interfered to eave her life. 

Tre coroner severely ceneured this wit- 
nes* for his cowardice. 

D.ffoey Warren, s colored woman, was 
preaent, helping Mrs. Richardson to move. 
R char‘eon came up, and at once fell on his 
wife, eaying

She ran ever to Capt. Ribble’s barn, and 
ealed ¢n a man for hsp, bat the maa, 
Eyre MoWha, would not come. Richerd- 
son left her for dead. The weman breathed 
ner last afew moments after being teken 
into the house. Her husband had jumped 
en her, kicked her ard struck her with hie 
tiste. He said with oathe that he meant 
to do her cp +o sho would never want to

Mary Richardson, the daughter of the 
couple, test'fi d to many acts of brutality 
oo the part of ber father. Sne witneseed 
the mur¢er, and had «lone what she could 
with aetick te make the murdersr desisx 
Oace he bad beaten her mother witha chair 
and broken three of her ride. Tails little 
pirl was the only ene who bad dared to raise 
a hsnd is d-fenoe ef the poor woman while 
ene was being crasl'y done to death.

A GIANT DRESCGER. 


it Dees the Work ef Fifteen Ordisary 
Machines. 


The t dredger now at werk filing up 
the Charles River bse a daily capacity of 
15,000 cubic yards. Tae dredge is 135 feet 
loogand about 30 feet wide, and nearly 
every foot of it is covered with machinery. 
There are s!x engines abosrd ef her. One 
triple-expansion engine cf 850 horse-power 
eu:ks the sedizent up from the bottem of 
che river and pushes it through a long pipe 
with tremendous force. Projecting from tne 
forward part of the dredge ia a wheel, cen- 
sisting of a series of stee] knives abeud 3 
feet in length, arranged areund the circam- 
ference. The interter is hollew, end a 
suction p!pe raps dowa the hollow to the 
centre. he wheel is lowered into the 
water by means ef cables running frem ano 
iron crane. After it touchss the bottom it 
iasstin metion. It eate ity way into the 
bed ef the river, the steel knives catting up 
everything before them, and ae the sedi- 
ment felle into the hollew centse of the 
wheel it is canght by the suction pipe and 
whirled through the tabe for half a mile. It 
ts claimed that the dredge can do the work 
of ten erdinary dredges, and in ene moath 
{t filled in a space of about a quarter of a 
mile equare and from six te eight feet fa 
depth.— Philadelphia Record.
